United States Senator Bailey of Texas.

Call Amendment Unconstitutional.

Engine Introduced In New Zealand 


Can Travel Farther Than Com. 


pour-M "Vithout Taking Water. 


A new type of locomotive has been 


employed on Hie "Woodvllle-TaUuipe 
section of the Main Trunk railway of 
New Zealand during the last three 
months, according to a recent Issue of 
the British (government) Board of 
Trade Journal. The first of the class 
was constructed at th« gofernment 
workshops In Dnnedln for service on 
the Canterbury Plains some two years 
ago. 
After severe grade tests, which 


proved successful, four of the new en- 
gines were sent to North Island some 
months ago and have been nsed on 
the Welllngton-Talhape_j5ect!on with 
good results. It appears that this en- 
gine can travel farther than the com- 
pound engine without taking In water, 
and that It has a greater hauling ca- 
pacity.

{(IMPS FROM MOVING TRAIN 


American Strategy Triumphs Over 


German Efficiency—One of His 


Hardest Stunts Was Swimming 


River Meuse. 


Chicago.—Pat O'Brien of Momenee, 


HI, is back from the fighting front. 


In the British flying corps the joung 


man from Momenee Is known as Lieut. 
Patrick Alva O'Brien. He is famous 
for several reasons. His real story be- 
gan w hen he made a descent of nearly 
mo miles In his airplane after a Ger- 
man bullet in the face had rendered 
him unconscious. The fall cost him a 
bump on the head. 


Ho jumped out of the window of a 


taoMDg train on his way to a German 
prison camp, and escaped. Then he 
spent 72 days in getting to Holland, a 
distance of 250 miles as the airplane 
flies. And the story ends with one of 
the longest interviews with a king on 
record—52 minutes by the royal stop- 
watch. 


Many times during those 72 nights of 


travel through Germany, Luxemburg, 
and 
occupied 
Belgium, 
American 


"strategy triumphed over German effi- 
.ency. 


f "Usually," said Lieutenant O'Bnen, 
%-hen a bunch of fellows get together, 
"they talk about women. But in our 
first prison, in Flanders, we talked 
only about escape and food, and got 
very little of either. There were eight 
officers going to an Interior prison 
camp, and a guard with a rifle for ev- 
•ery two prisoners. 


Leaps From Train. 


'TVe rode all day and all night, 


twice I put up the window to jump 
and lost my nerve. It looked too much 
lifep sudden death. 
As I put it up 


again, about four in the morning, the 
guard gave me an ugly look. I knew 
it was then or never and dove out. 
t ''For nearly a month afterward I 


Shjjught my left eye wag gone. The 
scars,-"S?kNlthere yet. By the time the 
train stoppecrf-^a half-mile on, or more, 
I was up ancS stumbled to a hiding 
place. Those 1 Germans looked every- 
where—on th* side of the tracks to 
ward the border. I was In the oppo- 
site direction. 


"It vcas a month before I got rid of 


ray English nn.'"orm. I stole a pair of 
overalls one night. I got a cap the 
nest and a shirt later. A Belgian gave 
me- a scarf. That was all the frelp I 
got." 


As an appetizer Lieutenant O'Brien 


ate turnip. The entree was sugar boet, 
and the meal closed with a cabbage 
stump that even the Germans scorned. 


"And I never did like vegetables," 


he said. "I hope I never ht»ve to eat 
another." 


One night a German soldier saw him 


swimming a river, and raised the 
alarm. 


"I felt sure they would be on top of 


me In a few minutes," he said, "so I 
ran upstream and swam back to the 
other side. I knew the -ways of the 
Hun pretty well by then. They looked 
everywhere on the other side, but not a 
German rame near me. 


Swam the Meuse. 


"One 
of the hardest things I did 


vai to swim the Meuse river. I had 
all mx./zlothes on, to my boots, and 
•tbx "rfrcr v> as half a mile across. It 
nearly got me twenty-five feet from 
shore. I was choking, and I admit 
praying. My boyhood on the Eanka- 
kcc saved my life. 


"When I got up the bank I fainted. 


It was the only time I ever fainted." 


Lieutenant O'Brien could not spenk 


German. As a boy, a Momeuce baker 
of Teuton origin taught him a phrase 
of German, but he did not know vthat 
it meant. It was some "ten lifetimes" 
after swimming the Meuse he found 
the nine-foot death fence of the Hol- 
land frontier. Death all but got him 
then, as his Improvised ladder dropped 
him on the charged wires. 


"A few minutes later," he said, "I 


could have tripped the guard with my 
ladder. After he had gone I dug—dug 
as I never dug before in my life My 
back was half an Inch from dcnth when 
I crawled under and Imto Holland."

Verdict in Adulterated Milk Case 


Tried at Cooperstowii Yesterday. 
In the casse of the People against 


W. S. Barlow, in which it was alleged 
that 
the 
defendant 
had delivered 


milk that had been watered to the 
creamery of the JIcDermott company 
at Unadilla on November 4. 1915, the 
jury at Cooperstown yesterday, after 
hearing all the evidence in the case. 
returned late in the afternoon a ver- 
dict of no cause of action. The Jury 
deliberated but half an hour in reach- 
ing the decision. 
The verdict was 


somewhat of a surprise, although it is 
proverbial that no conviction can be 
secured in a case of this kind in this 
part o£ the state. 


The defendant contended and set up 


as a defense that he had a contract 
with the company \\hereby it took his 
milk from the vat at his barns and 
therefore it assumed all the risk at its 
being adulterated al'ter it was placed 
In ths cans in the vats. Agents of 
the department testified that the milk 
had been adulterated when it reached 
the creamery, the defendant' denied 
all knowledge of such condition. 


The court sent the case to the jury 


to decide whether the milk became 
the property of the company as soon 
as placed in the'vats, if it was stirred 
so that it was properly mixed v,hen 
the sample was taken and the sample 
was a. fair one of the milk. The jury 
evidently accepted the theory that the 
milk was adulterated after it was 
leg-ally delivered to 
the company. 


The prosecution was conducted by 
Henry D. McLaury for the department 
and O'Connor & O'Connor of Hobart 
for the defendant. 


The next case called late in the 


afternoon -was that of the Stevens 
Hardware company against William 
H. Davis and W. E. VanDeusen, an 
action to recover on a note. "W. I. 
Bolton appears for the plaintiffs and 
Claude V. Smith, assisted by Charles 
R. O'Connor of Hobart as counsel for 
the defendant. A jury was drawn, 
after which court adjourned. 


The next case after the one last 


mentioned to be called wilt be that of 
George C. Dickinson of this city 
against llary Drake of Cooperstown, 
an action to recover damages for 
negligence arising from a motor car 
accident occwing at Colliers in which 
the defendant was injured.

ations shall be accorded the utmost 
satisfaction that can

them without Introducing new or per- 
petuating old elements of discord and 
antagonisms that would be likely in 
time to break tho peace of'Europe and 
consequently o'f the world.

months. 
Wo had fiuite a few errands 


there and we used un a lot of time in 
chasing about. the city. 
We wanted 


to go to the opera, but it is open only 
three days a week, so we decided to 
come down here.

a beautiful building on the outsidejwid 
I suppose.it is beautiful on the inside 
as well. I don't know, but I presume 
it Is the most magnificent building 
of its kind in. the world. 


"We left Paris Saturday night, Jan.

Continued Bickerings ts to Food Con- 


ditions Prevailing in Different Part* 
of Germany—London Morning Post 
Declares War Has Become in Truth 
Really a .Question or Human En- 
durance. 


It Is becoming increasingly clear ev- 


ery day, says an article in the London 
Morning Post, that the war is not be- 
ing waged only at the front. The war 
has become in truth a war between na- 
tions—there are no longer uoncomba- 
tnnts on either side. It Is a question 
really of endurance in the last stages 
of the struggle, and In the testing time 
that lies before the morale of the 
people at home will probably be the 
final and determining factor as to the 
Issue. 


It is not what the Inflated rhetoric 


of the day calls a question of the last 
farthing and the last man, but of the 
general determination and endurance 
of the mass of the population. On this 
aspect of affairs It Is most important to 
know, In so far as that is possible, how 
far the strain Is telling on the other 
side—to gather together any reliable 
indices as to what conditions are ac- 
tually prevailing. 


Mere vague general statements are 


of little or no value. Vfhnt one wants, 
If they can be had, are statements that 
are full and precise, that can be 
weighed and measured so as to give 
something like an Indication of the dif- 
ference from the normal and prewar 
conditions. 
Unfortunately, informa- 


tion of this full and precis? character 
Is not easily got at. Occasionally, how- 
ever, some set of facts comes to light 
which gives something tangible on 
which to base our estimate of relative 
loss. 


Deaths From Tuberculosis. 
; 


One of such sets Is the record of 
deaths from tuberculosis, a disease In 
which the general conditions as to 
nourishment contribute materially to 
the incidence of mortality. There are 
available returns of deaths from this 
disease in n very large number of 
places in Germany, representing some- 
thing lite two-fifths of the population 
of the empire. These show an enor- 
mous increase in deaths on the num- 


i bers recorded In the same places be- 
i fore the war. 


Here are the numbers of such deaths 


for the first six months last year, 
as contrasted with those for the same 
period in 1913, for the different divi- 
sions of the German empire:

the numbers and percentages of deaths 
from this scourge Is marked in every 
part of the empire, but that this In- 
crease Is not by any means so great 
In the south German states—Bavaria, 
Wurttcmberg and Baden—as In Prus- 
sia and Sasony. 


Continual Bickerings. 


It Is matter of common knowledge 


that there have been continual bick- 
erings as to the food conditions pre- 
vailing In different parts of Germany, 
and that It Is alleged again and again 
that Bavaria In particular Is better oft 
In this respect than the others. 


Complaints 
have appeared with 


great regularity that Bavaria was not 
bearing her share of the common bur- 
den in this respect, nnd that her refu- 
sal to allow foodstuffs to be exported 
to Prussia was an act of selfishness. 
Whatever ground there may be for 
such accusations they are borne out 
by the figures above quoted. 


If the numbers of deaths In the 


towns In question are a fair Index of 
the general conditions prevailing, this 
current year -nould give a death roll 
of something like tno hundred thou- 
sand persons from the great white 
scourge. As far as information that 
may be relied upon Is available, the 
situation In this respect Is much the 
same In the dual monarchy as It Is In 
Germany. That information Is prac- 
tically confined to the three cities, Vi- 
enna, Prague and Budapest,

a Week. 


DO ALL KINDS OF LABOR 


Old and Young Rendering Good Serv- 


ice in the War Industries—Only 


30 Per Cent of Waste Is 


Ever Salvaged. 


Paris.—French 
women, oTd and 


young, are nobly performing their 
tasks In war Industries, thousands 
working in all kinds of industries 
within the sound of Gorman guns. 


They are praised for their intelli- 


gence and Industry, from the little 
girt from the Iji'ee to the old woman 
who has corae back to work because 
6h<» wants to see the Boche punished 
for vi hat he did to France in 1870. 


The French workers formerly had 


beeT lacemakers, and " few of them 
fisher girls. Of the former there were 
n few who were tlie children or grand- 
children of English people from the 
great English lace centers at Notting- 
ham, 
who had settled 'n France many 


.years before and been absorbed Into 
(the life of the French people, 


i 
In the salvage centers at an ord- 


nance base I saw them working in the 
biggest *>oot repair shop in the world, 
.•where ?0,000 pairs of boots are re- 
jpalre'l a 
eek; and here I saw old up- 


pers cut into disks, which In their turn 
.were made Into boot laces. These sal- 
{vaged boots, swept up from the debris 
,at the front, "merge finally In three 
'clarses: 1, those that can be used again 
by men at the front, and are often 
preferred to new, as they are softer in 
^ear; 2, those for men on the lines of 
communication; and, 2, for prisoners 
and colored laborers. 


Only 30 Per Cent Salvaged. 


While I was going round these re- 


Tali g shops I noticed an American 
lofflcer being taken round also, and 
jheard his cicerone giving him infor- 
mation on the importt-.ee of salvage— 
(nil of which he was carefully noting. 
.There were Frenchwomen 
cleaning 


old web rnd leather equipment by re- 
volving brushes; French girls sorting 
salvaged ammjnltlon, the "empties" 
being sold to the French government; 
there were girls washing discarded 
haversacks, 
cleaning rifles, picking 


thrcngh masses of horseshoes to see 
Jf there was any wear left In them; 
there were girls sorting out old hel- 
mets and picking the few good ones 
to be washed, sandpapered and "camou- 
flaged." All o£ these tilings had been 
jswept up scrota the debris of the re- 
\cent fighting. Yet only 30 per cent of 


waste is ever salvaged from the fight- 
ing lines. 


They were repairing nnd riveting 


I spurs; they were 
making wooden 


' sticks for Watson's .signaling fans; 


they were sharpening blades of horse- 
clippers; they were repairing wheels 
and cleaning the bolts and hubs of 
the wheels, and doing a thousand other 
curious routine tilings. Most of them 
•-.ing at their i\ork ribald little French 
<.on^s. nh'ch occasionally changed to 
the dpfluut "Marseillaise" uhen they 
s>aw a stranger near them. Industry 
moans ha.iplness in France, where all 
who eat must work, even the dogs. 


In the textile factory there were 


girls handling over five tons a day of 
old tents; others were repairing them 
upstairs at the rate of hundreds a 
week. They cut out disks for signal- 
ing, 
and the tabs for soldiers* great- 


coats; they were making up the par- 
cels that go in Tommy's greatcoat 
pocket, buttons, thread, etc., each one 
at a great table having her share in 
the piocess.

Help In Clerical Work. 


| 
There are French girls also helping 


In the clerical section of ordnance, 
working side by side with IV. A. A. 
C.'s, filing papers, though they know- 
no English, by numbers, and beiomlng 
very skilled and quick at monotonous 
job. 


The pay is that prevailing In the 


town In which they wo-k and arranged 
with the French authorities. One of 
the great advantages of employing 
French women is, in addition to their 
quickness and skill, the fact that they 
live close at hand, thua saving the need 
for importing English people for un- 


, skilled work. 


The French woman's labor has one 


characteristic that Is recognl/ed by 
the military employer. 
It Is a little 


erratic. Siz francs a day is the usual 
pay, nnd if a woman does not choose 
to work a consecutive number of days 
Bhe stays away, nnd no one says any- 
thing. They are also a mobile labor, 
and If a group decide to move else- 
where owing to air raids nnd other 
causes, they depart with all their 
goods and chattels. Always they please 
themselves in purely personal matters 
•while remaining on the best of terms 
•with their employers.

She has had between forty and fifty 
million people working for her 
for 


practically no wage — really as slaves. 
She has established her cursed hold 
on Austria, on Turkey and on Bul-

mania. 


Hun Stops at Nothing. 


"You don't know what these Ger- 


man people are, I believe. 


"I cannot begin to describe to you 


the horrible, brutal, beastly, consist- 
ent official things that Germany has 
done, not in isolated cases, but gen- 
erally, to the women and children 
nffri the poor old suffering people in 
the countries where she has set her 
dreadful foot.

nothing. British officers told me of 
seeing their wounded piled in heaps 
and hand grenades thrown in the 
midst and exploded to kill them while 
they lay there.

He lay there 
for :i day and a half or two days, and 
the Germans came out at night, stood 
armmil him and scoffed at him nnd 
kicked him and made fun of him, and 
then went away and left him, and 
when some of his own people went 
out at the risk of their lives and 
brought him in before he died he told 
Ihcm of these things.

that British regiment would be will- 
ing to make a half peace with Ger- 
many? Do you think that the Cana- 
dians who went In the trenches and 
found their officers crucified — whether

I tell yon It is only a 


short time before our boys who arc 
over there now are going to be suf- 
fering those same things, nnd you 
IIMVO got to understand It here, and 
you have got tn build and build and 
sacrifice, no matter what It costs, to 
beat that beast.

It is a war of nations. There Isn't a 
man.

I'.ritain, in Belgium, in France or in 
Italy that Is not a factor In this wnr.

\ tricts in France and see the little 


children. little bits of tots, four and 
live years old, driving in the herds 
at night, seeing the little boys com- 
ing down the road — little bits of tots 
— with (heir arms full of faggots that 
they wore accumulating against the 
winter; old men and old women work- 
ing in the fields until it was so dark 
that, as you looked, you could just 
make out those vague ghostly forms 
gathering in the crops for Franqo.

HOW B8LSHEVIKI 


CAPTURED MOSCOW 


Seven Days of Fire and Blood 


Described by Chicagoan 


Who Witnessed It. 


Seven days of fire and blood, which 


brought Moscow under the domination 
of the Bolshevik!, are described by Ed- 
win S. Waterbury, the first Chicago 
man to come out of Russia since the 
fall 
of Kerensky. 
Waterbury and 


twenty other Americans were impris- 
oned in the National hotel, Moscow, 
during the entire seven days, and were 
in the center of the fighting area. 


"Between five thousand and six 


thousand men, women nnd children 
were killed during the seven days," 
Mr. Waterbury said. "The fighting be- 
gan at midnight November 9. 
•: 


"The Bolshevik forces included both 


soldiers and workmen. 
Someone had 


given the workmen 50,000 guns. 


"One hundred and forty of the Bol- 


shevik! were stationed in the hotel, 
and they soon put the machine across 
the street out of business. 
For two 


days they stood in the windows and 
sniped in all directions. 


"At last .we got tired of that and 


sent word to both sides asking them to 
make the hotel neutral territory. To 
do that we had to turn the Bolshevik! 
out into the streets—and, strangely 
enough, they went. 


"When the hotel became neutral we 


ran up the American flag, along with 
the French, Italian, British and .Japa- 
nese flags, and there was no more 
firing."
